Acceleration in individual subjects was also reported in 40% of the schools 
with the highest proportion in Enrollment Categorics 4 and 5. Grade skipping 
was reported in about 20% of the schools in all enrollment categorics,

4. Sixty percent of the schools reported that time devoted to s:.cial 
programs is part of the regular school day. The percentages were larger in 
the larger enrollment categories, 


5. Twenty-one percent of the schools reported the use of test-score cut- 
ting points, This was slightly more common in larger districts but did not 
exceed 374% in Enrollment Category 6 (5000 and over). 


6. Seventy-three percent of the schools reported the title of the person 
directly responsible. In 47% of the cases this was either the Superintendent 
or the Principal. 


Interview Phase. Following the first tabulation of questionnaire responses 
on December 11, the Project Coordinator examined the completed questionnaires and 
selected 80 school districts in various parts of the State and in various enroll- 
ment categories in which special programs were described. It was hoped that 
interviews could be conducted in all these districts, but this was not possible 
within the time available. Intervicws were completed in 43 schools by the dead~
